House passes quick 
bill to avoid closure; 
cuts spending by $4B 

Washington 

The House passed emergency 
short-term legislation Tuesday to 
cut federal spending by $4 billion 
and avert a government shutdown. 
Senate Democrats agreed to fol- 
low suit, handing Republicans an 
early victory in their drive to rein 
in government. 

The bill that cleared the House 
on a bipartisan vote of 335-91 elim- 
inates the threat of a shutdown on 
March 4, when existing funding 
authority expires. At the same time, 
it creates a compressed two-week 
timeframe for the White House and 
lawmakers to engage in what looms 
as a highly contentious negotiation 
on a follow-up bill to set spending 
levels through the Sept. 30 end of 
the fiscal year. 

In the Senate, Majority Leader 
Harry Reid said the short-term bill 
would win approval and be ready 
for President Obama’s signature 
within 48 hours. “We’ll pass this 


and then look at funding the gov- 
ernment on a long-term basis,” the 
Nevada Democrat said. 

There was no immediate reac- 
tion from the White House, which 
earlier in the day called publicly for 
an interim measure of up to five 
weeks. House Republicans were 
more eager to draw attention to 
the bill that was passing with the 
acquiescence of the White House 
and Democrats than to the chal- 


lenge yet ahead. 

“Now that congressional Dem- 
ocrats and the administration have 
expressed an openness for spend- 
ing cuts, the momentum is there 
for a long-term measure that starts 
to finally get our fiscal house in 
order,” said Majority Leader Eric 
Cantor of Virginia.

Officials swap sit-ups 
for combat run in 
new exercise regimen 

Fort Jackson, S.C. 

The Army plans to toughen its fit- 
ness tests for the first time in 30 
years to make sure all soldiers have 
the strength, endurance and mobil- 
ity for battle, adding exercises such 
as running an obstacle course in 
full combat gear and dragging a 
body’s weight. 

Officials at Fort Jackson, a 
major Army training center, said 
Tuesday the new regimen would 
replace twice-a-year testing that 
focused on push-ups, sit-ups and 
a two-mile run. Trials are starting 
this month at eight bases, and the 
plan could be adopted Army-wide 
after reviews later this year. 

The shift follows other Army 
efforts to overhaul training, 
improve diets and help older sol- 
diers keep fit. 

Lt. Gen. Mark Hertling, the 
head of Army training, said the 
fitness test had to be revamped 
because repetitive exercises such 
as sit-ups don’t translate into sur- 
vival on the battlefield. 

Unveiling the pilot to reporters, 
he said the service was also adopt- 


ing lessons from Iraq and Afghan- 
istan combat veterans who had to 
learn in the field to carry anjTwhere 
from 40 to 70 pounds of weapons 
and body armor. 

The pilot program comprises 
two new tests in place of the cur- 
rent exam. And the new “physi- 
cal readiness” test includes such 
things as a 60 -yard shuttle run 
and a standing long jump to one 
minute of push-ups and a 1.5-mile 
timed run. 


A “combat readiness” test 
includes running 400 meters with 
a rifle; moving through an obsta- 
cle course in full combat gear; and 
crawling and vaulting over obsta- 
cles while aiming a rifle. The pilot 
will begin this month. 

The program could be imple- 
mented Army-wide during the 
fiscal year that starts in October, 
said Frank Palkoska, head of the 
Army’s Fitness School at Fort Jack-

Commission for the Study of Bio- 
ethical Issues to explore whether 
such a study could happen again.

Federal regulators have charged 
a former Goldman Sachs board 
member with insider trading, say- 
ing he gave confidential informa- 
tion to the key figure in what pros- 
ecutors call the largest hedge fund 
insider-trading probe ever.

Commission announced the civil 
charges against Raj at Gupta on 
Tuesday.

Libya Escalates Toward Civil War 



Skirmishes, global 
retaliation intensify 
as Gadhafi digs in 

Tripoli, Libya 

Moammar Gadhafi’s forces bat- 
tled poorly armed rebels Tuesday 
for control of towns near the cap- 
ital, trying to create a buffer zone 
around his seat of power. The 
increasingly violent clashes threat- 
ened to transform the 15-day popu- 
lar rebellion in Libya into a drawn- 
out civil war. 

Amid the intensified fight- 
ing, the international communi- 
ty stepped up moves to isolate the 
longtime Libyan leader. 

U.S. Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates said he ordered two ships 
into the Mediterranean, including 
the amphibious assault ship USS 
Kearsarge, and he is sending 400 
Marines to the vessel. 

Gadhafi’s son. Seif al-Islam, 
warned Western forces not to take 
military action against Libya and 
said the country is prepared to 
defend itself against foreign inter- 
vention.

Libya's deputy U.N. ambassador 

said Tuesday that Moammar Gadhafi 
is trying to replace him and Ambas- 
sador Mohamed Shalgham. But Ibra- 
him Dabbashi said that “certainly, it 
will not be accepted by the United 
Nations." Also Tuesday, Libya was 
suspended from the U.N. Human 
Rights Council, (ap) 


“If they attack us, we are ready,” 
he told Sky News. 

Still, military leaders weigh- 
ing a no-fly zone over Libya said it 
would be a complex task that would 
require taking out Gadhafi’s air 
defenses, and Russia’s top diplo- 
mat dismissed the idea as “super- 
fluous” and said world powers 
should focus on sanctions.

Dior had came under interna- 
tional pressure after Oscar-winning 
actress Natalie Portman, a compa- 
ny spokesmodel, said in a statement 
she “will not be associated with Mr.

Galliano was also scheduled 
to present his own signature line 
on Sunday.

Fighting continues

Sangin, Afghanistan 


U.S. Marines battling the Taliban 
in this insurgent stronghold in 
southern Afghanistan are increas- 
ingly dubious about prospects for a 
high-profile peace deal struck two 
months ago between the govern- 
ment and the area’s largest tribe.

His Worst Enemy 


Gingrich seems poised 
to face scrutiny about 
his past as he prepares 
for a White House bid

The biggest obstacle to a Newt Gingrich’s pres- 
idential bid might be Gingrich himself. 

The twice-divorced former U.S. House 
speaker has admitted an affair with a for- 
mer congressional aide, who is now his third 
wife. His career in Congress is remembered 
as much for his dramatic fall — the feder- 
al government shutdown, his censure and 
the loss of Republican seats in the House — 
as his rise. His polarizing style sometimes 
leaves would-be voters cold. 

“I don’t think it will be Newt’s moral 
issues that will keep him from winning 
the presidency,” said Tom Perdue, a Geor- 
gia-based GOP political strategist. “When 
he had a chance to govern, he proved that 
he couldn’t.”

Unlike many candidates, Gingrich won’t 
have to struggle to make a name for him- 
self.

“I’ve had a life which, on occasion, has 
had problems,” Gingrich replied. “The Amer- 
ican people will have to decide whether that’s 
their primary concern. If the primary con- 
cern of the American people is my past, my 
candidacy would be irrelevant. If the pri- 
mary concern of the American people is the 
future ... that’s a debate I’ll be happy to have 
with your candidate or any other candidate 
if I decide to run.”

Ayala said they would 
intervene if they see an attack — and detain 
people for the police. 


“The attacks are out of control,” he said. 
“It’s time for the community to do their part 
to make the Metro safe for everyone.” The 
group wants to recruit young people 15 and 
older to assist their efforts — and earn com- 
munity service hours, he added. 

Ayala said the Guardian Angels typi- 
cally deploy three to four people on a sin- 
gle bus and six to eight on a train. 

A recent report from Metro said that 
serious crime has hit a five-year high on 
the sprawling transit network, with an 
increase in thefts of electronic devices lead- 
ing the way. 

Videos on YouTube and blogs have 
increasingly appeared on the Web in 
recent months, drawing more attention 
to the issue of fights in the Metro system.

D.C. Cherry Blossom 
cultural festival goes 
back to admission fee 

Washington 

Views of Washington’s famous 
cherry blossoms are still free. But 
the popular Japanese culture street 
fair that culminates the two-week- 
National Cherry Blossom Festival 
no longer is. 

For the first time in 15 years, 
the Sakura Matsuri festival along 
Pennsylvania Avenue NW will take 
place April 9 behind a 6 -foot-high 
fence and require visitors to pay a 
$5 admission fee, organizers said 
Tuesday. 

The fee will help cover an esti- 
mated $300,000 in costs to produce 
the event, which has drawn about 
150,000 people in each of the past 
several years, said John R. Malott, 


president of the Japan-America Soci- 
ety, which stages the street fair. In 
all, about 4,000 staff, volunteers, 
government officials and perform- 
ers are part of the staging process, 
he added.

“The number one complaint we 
get is that there are so many people, 
it’s become so crowded that people 
can’t enjoy it,” Malott said. “Hope- 
fully, an admission fee will reduce 
the size of the crowd, and people 
will have a better time.” 

The fence will run along Penn- 


sylvania Avenue between 9th and 
14th streets, Malott said. The fair 
will no longer also run north-south 
along 12th Street, which it tra- 
ditionally did. There will be five 
entrance gates, and customers may 
purchase tickets at the door, but 
Malott encouraged event-goers 
to buy tickets ahead of time at the 
event’s website. 

This year, the event will feature 
appearances by Japanese astronaut 
Soichi Noguchi and Japan’s only 
NASCAR driver, Akinori Ogata. 
Maki Kaji, the “father of sudoku,” 
who appeared in 2009, will make 
a return visit. Several performers, 
including Uzuhi, a Japanese Pop 
Punk band, will also be on hand.

There is no more room for excus- 
es, promises or “wait till next year” 
platitudes now. The Washington 
Capitals are set, for better or worse, 
entering the Stanley Cup playoffs. 

General Manager George 
McPhee filled the two spots 
he wanted to fill at Monday’s 
NHL trade deadline, acquir- 
ing center Jason Arnott 
and defen-

nis Wideman. 

Now McPhee

I’m not generally an Apple fan. 

While its software is great, its hard- 
ware is overpriced and often sacri- 
fices function for fornn. But even I will 
gladly adnnit Apple pretty nnuch got it 
all right with the iPad, which is why all 
eyes will be watching the connpany's 
expected announcennent today of the 
next generation of that 
tablet connputer. 

The fact that Steve 
Jobs & CO. are already 
on to phase two won’t 
nnake things any easier 
for iPad wannabe de- 
vices. Most notable 
annong those tablets is 
the Motorola Xoonn, which uses an An- 
droid operating systenn created espe- 
cially for tablets (rather than for snnart- 
phones) called Honeyconnb. The Xoonn 
runs smoothly indeed, and I prefer its 
rubberized back panel to the iPad's 
aluminum (It’s hard enough to keep my 
fingerprints off the touchscreens.) 

I can’t figure out why the Xoom’s 
price is so ridiculous, though. It costs 
$800 up front, or $600 with a two- 
year wireless service contract.

Woods of explora- 
tion, if you like. Mayor’s overpro- 
tective mom raised her as a “girlie 
girl,” unaware of the snails, worms 


and other critters her only daughter 
was hiding under the bed. In col- 
lege, Mayor joined the Miami Dol- 
phins cheerleading squad but quit 
after “Gorillas in the Mist” inspired 
her to study primates. 

The extreme career makeover 
was inevitable to Mayor, who believes 
the urge for adventure is in her blood. 
“You’re either born an explorer or 
you’re not,” Mayor says. Her book. 


“Pink Boots and a Machete” ($26, 
National Geographic), chronicles 
her unconventional path to earning 
a Ph.D. in anthropology and becom- 
ing a National Geographic corre- 
spondent and TV host. 

Waving pom-poms on the foot- 
ball field was surprisingly appro- 
priate prep for work “in the field.” 
“Both take a lot of determination 
and hard work,” Mayor says. “When 


I first walked into the audition for 
NFL cheerleading, there were hun- 
dreds of girls there, most of whom 
I’m sure were better dancers than 
me. I think I made the cut because 
I persevered.” 

As a scientist, she’s stared down 
far scarier foes, such as starvation 
and menacing bacterial infections.

And in 2009, she survived a 
terrifying plane crash while study- 
ing gorillas in Congo.

The mother of two girls 
(who’s expecting twins, also girls) 
most recently hosted “Wild Nights” 
on the Nat Geo Wild! channel, for 
which she examined wildlife in 
urban environments. 

But she won’t give up adrenaline 
rushes in remote locales anytime 
soon. “I made a decision when I had 
my first daughter that I was going to 
continue being who I was, and I am 
an explorer,” Mayor says. “I don’t 
think I would be doing my family 
or my children any favors by trying 
to be somebody that I’m not.”

Lucinda Williams built her 
reputation in the 1990s with a 
series of stunning albums that 
detailed, with tender insight, a 
turbulent life filled with reckless 
men and a rambling search for 
meaning in the heart of modern 
America. 

Now happily married and in 
her 50s, Williams has sometimes 
struggled to bring the same passion 
and clarity to a life more settled. 
With 2008’s uneven “Little Honey,” 
she sang of personal fulfillment in 
terms both spiritual and sexual, 
while ramping up the blues-rock 
component of her ragged, roots- 
based sound. 

The title of her new album, 
“Blessed,” may suggest more songs 
of bliss. However, Williams now 


looks outside her own heart and 
experiences — and proves she can 
be just as moving when singing 
about others instead of herself 
She keeps the music rough 
yet tightly arranged, juxtaposing 
raw guitar rockers with gentle 
acoustic tidings, similar to Neil 
Young’s eclectic Americana style. 
Williams still focuses on characters

living outside of society, as in the 
heartbreaking “I Don’t Know How 
You’re Livin’,” but now it’s with a 
maternal concern rather than as a 
fellow traveler. 

What “Blessed” brings back is 
the charitable grace with which 
Williams sees the world — an 
openhearted yet unflinching 
honesty that continues to make her

While planning a weeklong fami- 
ly trip to Hawaii as an escape from 
not-quite-spring weather, I kept 
getting suggestions from friends, 
websites and even my kids for all 
kinds of “must-see” activities.

Then I checked out the prices for 
all these marvels. Helicopter tour, 
$200. Dolphin encounter, $100.

Now multiply each fee by four, 
for me, my spouse and two kids. 
Fd just added $2,000 to the bud- 
get for our trip. But if we didn’t do 
any of these things, would we real- 
ly feel we’d missed out? 

Fm happy to report we skipped 
’em all with no regrets. We hiked 
through rain forests, walked across 
a volcano floor and stargazed from 
the world’s tallest mountain. We 
visited Pearl Harbor, climbed Dia- 
mond Head, sunbathed on Waikiki 
and body-surfed at Hanalei Bay. We 
saw petroglyphs on a remote sea- 
side trail, and watched Hawaiian 
dancers in a park at sunset. We even

My husband covered six nights’ 
lodging for free by saving hotel 
credit card points for more than 
a year, but the one hotel night we 
paid for ran $350. 

We stuffed ourselves at free 
hotel breakfasts and at places such 
as Me’s BBQ (151 Uluniu St. in 
Waikiki on Oahu), where the plate 
lunch fills you up for less than $10.

Parents used to do their best to keep kids out 
of the kitchen, but they’re having a hard time with 
that these days.
